Tue case of a Japanoas girl for kidnapping 
whom an old woman was sentenced pero 


‘ Liogo News :— 


‘The Takasago-maru, on hor last trip from 
Hongkong, brought ona Japancee girl of 
thirteen yours, who was forwarded to tho 
caro of the authorities of this ken by Mr 
Ando, the Japanese Consul at Hongkong, 
under. the following circumatances. Three 
yeara ago, whon the girl—-who is the daugh'er 
of a man living 1u Yanagiwara, Hiogo—was 
only ton years of age, she was omployed as 
servant by a Chinaman who lived in the 
house of a chair-maker near San-no-miya, 
receiving one yena month, After she had 
boen with him for some little time, he pro: 
posed to hor parents totake.her to Yokohama 
for a yoar, to which they avreed. But in- 
stead of ta«ing her to Yokohama, he dresaud 
her up as a Chineso, aud ran off with her to 
‘Sbanghai, where he sold her to an old 
woman for fifty dollars, She was next 
taken to Singaporo, tu be sold aa a pros- 
titute, but sho stranuously fought against 
all tho efforts that wore made to {uduce her 
to enter on such a life. At Iast she waa 


. taken to Hongkong, and once more sold, to 


another old woman. Her new owner treated 
hor very harshly, beating Lor nad uaing her 
most shamefully, Things camo. to such ao 

ass at last that she reavlved to stand it no 
onger, and, one night, ran.away from her 
wrotched home, While standing’ in the 
street, crying bitterly, she was accosted— 
strange to say—by the old. hag to whom she 
wos auld in the first instance, in Shanghal. 
Tho old wretch ecized hold of hor,-and was 
about to drag her off into slavery once more, 
whon a policeman opporsunely F caneden on 
the scene, and tok both off to the station. 
An iavestigation- was subsequontly hold, 
which resulted in tho old woman's being 
sontenced to 18 months' imprisonment. The 
other old wretch, from whose house the 
girl escaped; got wind of what was ‘golng 
on, and managed to escape the hes 
of the law, ' Pending bor capture, the Ja- 
panese consul took charge of the girl, but as 
there appeared to be no probability of getting 
hold of the woman, Mr Ando, with the con- 
sent of the Governor of. Hongkong, made 
up bis mind to send the girl back to Japan hy
